Completed once again 
in 1817, there have been countless renovations and additions 
since.

The White House is a grand mansion in the neoclassical Federal 
style with details that echo classical Greek architecture. The 
style shares its name with the Federal Period in American 
history, a time when the founding generation of the young 
Republic consciously chose to associate the nation with the 
ancient democracies of Greece and the republican values 
of Rome. 


A Grand Mansion 
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The White House sits at 1600 Pennsylvania Avenue 
in Washington D.C., the capital city 
of the United States 
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The White House has 6 floors – 2 basements, 
2 public floors and 2 floors for the First Family 
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There are 412 doors, 147 windows, 28 fireplaces, 
8 staircases and 3 elevators in the building 
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There are 132 rooms, 35 bathrooms and 6 levels 
in the official Residence 
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The original East Wing was completed in 1902 and served 
mainly as an entrance for formal visitors during large social 
gatherings. The building we see today was added in 1942, 
primarily to cover the construction of an underground shelter 
and emergency operations center for Franklin D Roosevelt. 
Traditionally the East Wing now serves as office space for 
the first lady and her staff.

The East Wing 
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The White House requires 570 gallons (2157 liters) 
of paint to cover its outside surface 
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It was Thomas Jefferson who first proposed adding 
one-story extensions east and west of the presidential 
mansion. A century later William Howard Taft officially 
moved the president’s working room to the West Wing, 
creating the Oval Office we know today. It’s from here 
the president addresses the American public on TV and 
where he confers with staff and visiting heads of state.
